He Is 
known at a churrhm.in for al- 
thnuph he liiT.s been offered nmuy 
po<ts in the Methodist Bplscopal 
Church, he has preferred to continue 
Ills work abroad under direction from 
home. 

Tha greAt evangoil.'it is probably 
be.st known as the author of "Christ 
of The Indian Road", a. book which 
has ha.d a sale of 300,000 copies, a sale 
remarka.ble for a book of this nature, 
Kecently Dr. .Tones has written a com- 
panion book to this, "Christ at The 
Hound Table". In this work hn des- 
cribes the discui^sions which he often 
conducts '-among Chrintians and non- 
Christians of all raccAi. 

Of these conferences. Dr. Jones 
says "1 must confess thai I nsver ap- 
proach these Kound Table conferences 
ivithout feeltng my heart boat a little 
taster, for here before tie sit members 
of the most religiously inclined rajce 
of the world, men who have persist- 
ently Miarchcd for God and Reality a.H 
no other penple h.T.vc hoarchcd."

.South America this Summor and Fall, 
Dr. Junes met leaders of Uatln Am- 
erlcTn Culture, and roporls with ani- 
iizement the spread In cities of that 
continent ot ICiyistcrn beliefs (|ulto 
inimical of Christianity. 

Everywhere Dr. Jon m has ^ono ho 
has gathered large groups of nti.doi.ta 
of alt HUi.fsen of belief who are iiltrnct- 
ed by his vIcwh on 'jiii niIodu of plill- 
OKOfihy and rellghm.

This plant 
is familiar in swamping' lands In 
oa-stern Canada. 

Damp mossy ground !« necessary 
for the growth of the Pitcher Plant. 
Profcs.sor Lloyd will illustrate the 
.structure 'it this plant by means of 
mlcroBpic photographs, which he 
lakes in an original and Interesting 
manner. 

This lecture Is unfortunately the last 
of the series to he given to Montreal 
sehool-chlldren this .«eason. Profes- 
sor Lloyd has arranged that owing to 
the success of these, lectures, a simi- 
lar scries in Quebec- City on succes- 
sive Saturdays next January and 
February will bo presented. These will 
be under the auspices of the Quebec 
Y.M.C.A. In co-operation, with the de- 
piirlment' of, extramurnl relations of 
which Colonel Wilfrid Bovey is the 
director.

The first night critics 
Were not very enthusiastic, many con- 
sidering It Indecorous and disrcspect!- 
ful to the navy and Admiralty. After 
a few d.T.ya of just dragging alon». 
however. It caught the fancy of the 
public and ran {or sotne. seven hun- 
dred nights In England. ' Its success 
In America was equally ?ensational. 
and ever since it has been one of the 
best known and loved of these operas. 

Tho Choral Society Is now well 
established as the foremost muaicsil 
organixation on the Campus. With Its 
production of Fielding's "Tom Jones" 
two years ago It made McGlll the 
first L'nlvci;ylty In Canada' lo pro- 
duce an opera. Last year Tho Choral 
Society produced the tairy-lik,^ "lolan- 
Ihe," another ClUicrl and Sullivan 
opera anil ni.ido .i notable success of 
It. the Saturday night house bclns 
sold' out.

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EASY OPTIMISM 

Yomh is .ihvays ape of optinii.sm, a 
period of life when everything appears rosy 
and buoyant with expectation. Mature anil so- 
phisticated a? many college men and women 
.consider themselves, the four years .«pent at a 
university must properly be placed within that 
space of .nn individual's career when optimism 
conies easily and colours one's whole outlook on 
life. 

This is nowhere more evident than in the 
apparent radical thought among students 
which is such a feature of college life today. 
This freedom from the restrain of tradition 
and the cantified beliefs of an older generation 
is a matter to be appreciated and not to be de- 
plored. Civilization would become stagnant 
without originality and the fresh breath of 
tolerance. A frank discu.ssion of major prob- 
lems, is indispensable. If university graduate? 
are to ]^rove themselves worthy of the support 
which society has given them during their st.ay 
at college their debts can only be liquidated by 
the-; contribution of adequate .îohitions to polit- 
ical, . social, moral, and philosphical questions 
which never before in the world's history have 
been so acute and pressing for solution as to- 
day. 

But the outstanding danger to be faced is 
that the easy optimism of a student will be ap- 
plied to the sterner realities of life and there be 
found Avanting. Take, for instance, the question 
of economics. Nothing is easier than for the 
unthinking student, observing the injustices, 
anomalies, wastages, and unfairness of certain 
aspects of our economic life, lo adopt the at- 
titude of the anarchist to whom all things are 
anathema, and who cannot find anj-thing of 
lasting foundation to work on. It is easy to 
utter and write certain formulae in connection 
with capital and labour which, if followed, are 
expected to bring about a Utopia of perfection. 
But this world has existed for a length of time 
to which the span of one single human life is 
as a di op in a glass of water. And it is only by 
the slow movement of evolution that, it will 
evei' evolve from its present condition into a 
world more in keeping with out ideals. Tlie in- 
dividual who thinks he has a panacea for all 
human ills must remind iiimself that his phy- 
.^iological mechanism requires from him three 
meals pvr day, and that the two billion.s of his 
fellow crt-atures are in the same fix, requiring, 
besides, sheltei'. clothes, and divertissement.- 
Education lias bucome a .sine uua non, without 
which all the agitation for Ixjtterment, quick 
remedies, quick paths to righteousness, are as 
usele.';.-- as siglith-'.ss eyes to a man in a maze. 

Wo mu.st know first where we are going, 
and thon we must learn t he great lesson of pa- 
tience, that gi-eal Ihing.s are not achieved in a 
moment, noi" in years, and that long and tireless 
efforts must be put foi'ward to accomplish any 
la.sting 1'e.sults. The ea.sy optimism of a student 
is natui'al to youth, but along with it must be in- 
culcated a .spirit of humilit.v, a realization of 
the toribli^ inei-tia inherent in our civilization, 
and th(; l'or«.sij.fiu to jii'i-ccivi' thai the royal 
road lu pi'OKi'''Ss lies in eai ne.sl effort towards 
the gr(;ati;st food of the greatest numlier, and 
not in blind opposition to the powers that be.

There arc few mote thankless tasks th.iu ih;it -m' .iiioinpt- 
ing to eivc an honct criticistn oi au auiatrur thcatrir.il 
production, unless prrh.ips it is the joh of actually produc- 
ing the show', llcucc it is with ,1 icclius of no little tn-p- 
idation that I start to discuss "The Watched Tot", the 
Players' Club recent play. 

On the wliolc, the effect was good— not perfect, but 
then one docs not look for ptrfcciion in an amateur show.' 
The ctttsfandinp fatih was the o.xccfMvc wordiness of the 
play itself, whirli could have h:cn overcome to a certain 
extent by a little more .ictiou by tiic characters— a point' 
which experience .nul ;i tew more nichts ut plnyiun in au 
audience should have remedied. The bright i.pot of tlu; 
program was the CNCellcnl comedy work oi Richard ICvc 
and Cluiiy Dale as Rene St. Gall, the young Ungl|shit?an of 
leisure, and William, the page boy respectively. \ . Their 
work was accentuated, of course, by the otiicrwis'c rather 
slow pace of the play. 

"Sakt", otherwise known as H. H. Nfunro, was prim- 
arily an essayist ani novelist, a writer not a dramatist, and 
between the two there is a wide gulf. When the writer 
types out his Muff he is finished witli it, practically; when 
the dramniift writes down his dialogue and a few stage 
directions, he ma/ pcrliaps l)c finished, but the public can- 
not sec his work without the intervention and interpretation 
of nwny others. Beyond even this question of execution, 
r.-.-.\cvir. if tl-.ai of the actual tcchnifluc of writing for an 
Dudi'er.ce -.vliich is to hear the story, not read it, and it is 
in this lack of dramatic action .luJ verbosity th.it one may 
sec his iiie.xpcricncc in playwtiting. Aj. a matter of f,-ict, a 
Mr. Clwrlcs Maude assisted in adapting the original 
•Watched Pol" fl>r the stage. He writes, in part: "My 
share was shortening it, gi«ng it incident, atid generally 
adapting it for stage purposes. ?:.'.;i uscjI to write more as 
a novelist thau as a playwright." Even in the Players' 
Club version, in which several of the longer speeches in the 
first ai:d last acts were cut, the fault is still noticeable. 

Balanced against this point, of course, is a keen sciise 
of V.timor, a sh.-irp wit, and ability to make ricoplc absurd, 
and jus: a touch oi cynicism— you might call it "iiaiccusi- 
cmcd candour"— which ntarks the play as a really high 
comedy, rcmisccm at many tim«:s of Oscar Wilde. "Gov- 
"ernmcnt by democracy means government of the mentally 
"■iiili! by 'li': mentally nicdic<rf, tcmp:rcd by the saving 
"grace of snobbery", and in tilkitiK of .he evil effects of 
womer., L'ldovic renwrks "Tl'.c great religions of the world 
"iiavc— kept •.vomankind severely outside of iJicir rasjicctivc 
"systems. Tliat is why, however secular ones' tendencies, 
"one turns instinctively to religion in some form (or resp- 
ite and peace". The faculty of c.xaggcrat'ioh 'and sustitution 
ii% or inversion of, a well-'ruiown proverb were his to com- 
mand, ÛÎ ons may see in Rcne.'s remarks abDut hiî suit 
bcitig jiaid for just last week, to give an idea of its age. ;iini 
the one about a fool and his hair soon being jwricd. 'M.io 
I'ivcc abounds with gems .of this character, and needs lo be 
rfid once, seen on the stage, read again, ami seen for a 
iw^<i time to be fully appreciated. 

And now to the fn-inVtless parti 
• • • 

There was some very good acting and some Just 
mediocre— none, I am glad to i.iy, whiiHi would jtislii'y the 
term of just i)laiii bad. The jlder meinher.i of tin: club 
were ^om•:wlut disapi^/inting. I.eoii Shelley :ts Ludovic 
Bavvel, the uncle, was weighted down with the very wordy 
part, to which however, he might have brought a little 
more action and n tittle clearer diction. It did not scfin 
quite natural for even an elderly uncle to be sitting up- 
righr behir.d .j writing desk .iiileriiig jionderou'i phr.nes for 
the better i,art of act two. As far as the elderly p.iri-: 
went, howev<'r, he was cast more in character than the two 
female parts of Mrs. Volpy, the adventuress, and Hort- 
ensia Bavvel, the domineering tflP'tlif 3"d mistress of 
IliioM) î.faiior. Gertrude I/rinr iiid y.'iUn\ I'o^berry resp- 
tciively tried nobly with ihise parts, but their ytnTf. nnil 
youthful stattures were big handicips lo siKccssful port- 
rayals. 

The comedy high .-r<ot£ were provided, of course, liy 
Kifhard I'.ve s.' Kene ,St. Gall, .j somewbai fri|ipi;h young 
Kiiglishinin. Thi» happy character, s»U-cenir<:d, unmindful 
of others troubles, rude at limes, but with the easy faruliy 
of thurning the neat phrase gives Kvc a broad field for his 
considerable gifts as » high class comedian. His way by 
far Uie most clearly cut part ii^ the play. 

As Trevor Havvel, the ton wh,)m everyone wants to 
marry, Dcnnisou Deiuiy has comparatively IHtlc to do, hut 
lie fitted himself into the part iivrfccily, and gave an un- 
obtrusive but finished performance J hat shows his prev- 
ious experience àf.d iibHiral .ibilily m an actor of merit.
